(1) it deals with communications security ina 
manner that is inconsistent with the Presi- 
dential Directive and proposed Executive 
Order.

security. We recommend that communications 
security be kept separate from intelligence

and not be covered by this legislation at 
all. 


It deals with classification and declassification 
of national security information. The staff is 
aware of the current drafting activity to pro- 
duce an Executive Order in this area, and this 

is probably an attempt to gain some’ commitment 
on what that Ordar will contain. We recommend 
that this legislation be limited to intelligence 
Matters and that classification problems be 
considered separtely. 


ft deals with restrictions on electronic 
surveillance overseas. That subject is more 
appropriately dealt with in a title that is 
applicable to intelligence activities gen- 
erally, not just NSA. We recommend an overall 
organization of the charters legislation as 
follows: 


Title I: general authority, organization, 
as budget, reporting and records 
for national intelligence activities. 


Title II: restrictions on intelligence 
activities within the United States 
that involve electronic surveillance, 


Title IIL: restrictions on intelligence 
activities within the United 
States other than those involv- 
ing electronic surveillance {(ohy- 
sical surveillance, mail opening, 
at al). 


Title IV: restrictions on intelligence activities 
abroad (electronic surveillance, 
physical surveillance, special 
activities, et al). 


Title V: CIA charter, 


Title VI: FBI charter. 
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IS There are also several difficulties with the remaining 
4 parts of the staff draft: 


(1) the authority of the Secretary of Defense 
to supervise and control NSA activities must 
be made explicit in sections that deal with 
line authority and must be differentiated 
from the authority of the Director of Central 
Intelligence with respect to tasking, budget, 
and protection of sources and methods. 


(2) the level of detail with respect to the 
roy duties of the Director of NSA and the 
authority assigned to NSA must be ceduced 
substantially--the instinct for the capillary 
that dominated the staff's version of Title I 
also is evident here. 


(3) the provisions with respect to required report- 
ing to the Congress should be collected in one 
section so they can be readily understood and 
related. There are now 11 separate revorting 
requirements scattered through the substantive 
provisiors in addition to the 17 reporting 
and accountability requirements collected in 
Section 313 entitled "oversight and account- 


ability.”
